For a time it look- 
ed as tho that part of the busi- 
ness section of Grayling might 
be wiped out. ‘the contlagration 
was confined largely to the living 
quarters of Joseph Cinciala ir

Mrs. Cinciala reported that she 
had heard crackling that sound- 
ed like electric wires. Whether 
the fire started from defective 
wiring or not has not been de 
termined.

It is estimated that the damage 
done by the fire will run weil 
over $3,000. Ali were covered by 
insurance with exception of Mrs.

The fire department again 
proved their efficiency. With 
little fanfare the men proceeded 
with tne job of extinguishing the 
blazes. With smoke pouring out 
thru all parts of the two build- 
ings, the hope of saving them 
seemed iutile. That the damage 
to the buildings was all confined 
to the rear ends and principally 
‘to the roofs is due to Grayling 
fire department.

Now that the Presidential elec- 
tion is over for four more years, 
a definite pattern is beginning to 
emerge at Washington. Befvre 
the election we were told we 
needed an army of 750,000 well 
equipped men. We were told our 
navy was the equal of any in the 
world. Then the figures for the 
army were stepped up to J,200,- 
000. Then they were stepped up 
a little further to 2,000,000. Now 
that the election is over, the 


Olcountry is given the sad news 


that we must support an army of 
4,000,000. This leads to the spec- 
ulation as to how soon the size 
of the army will be stepped up 
to 8,000,000. 

Before the election we were 
told that we were going to give 
the Allies, at that time Britain, 
France and Belgium, aid “short 
of war.” Then suddenly without 
notice to the Congress 50 destroy- 
ers were traded off to Britain 
within a couple of weeks after 
the President had assured the 
nation no such deal was pending. 
Now we are discovering that 
hundreds of thousands of rifles, 
tremendous quantities of am- 
munition, hundreds of ‘tanks and 
other equipment had—reputedly 
be Presidential order declared 
“obsolete’—been turned over to 
the Allies. Alb of this was done 
without the consent or even the 
notification of the Congress, al- 
though it was in session. 

Then there broke out, after the 
election, all in the name of “na- 
tional defense,” and all being 
“measures short of war,” a wave 
of brazen propaganda that, in 
spite of several billions of dollars 
of holdings+in this country by 
Great Britain and her colonies, 
she was running out of money 
ond must. have credits. So with 
the propaganda committee head- 
ed by \“Uiam Allen White, the 
sage of Smporia, there came a 
loud r: .cous cry that we repeal 
the Jolnson Act. The Adminis- 
tration spokesmen, notably the 
Secretary of Commerce, Jesse 
Jones, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Henry Morgenthau, 
shut their eyes to the defaults of 
1933 and declared Britain 
“good risk; meaning the kind of 
credit risk that Secretary Jones’ 
Commercial National Bank of 
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but it knew nothing about this 
new deal for the further deple- 
tion of qur national defense un- 
til apprised by the press of the 
fact. Despite the fact that the 
experts recognize and say that we 
may be in a desperate condition 
as to our own defenses, Congress 
reads in its morning paper that 
it is now confronted with another 
fait accompli.

MITIGATING ANGINA 

However unfamiliar with 
medical terms the average lay- 
man may be, it 
that he has a fairly accurate idea 
of angina pectoris, its cause and 
its symptoms. This disease of 
the heart arteries, marked by 
paroxysmal pain in the chest is 
becoming increasingly common 
with the continued urbanization 
of the population and most per- 


sons have the intimate knowledge 


of the condition either in their 
own family or in that of friends. 

Angina pectoris is especially 
common among middle-aged per- 
sons who have long ago given up 
regular exercise, who are inclin- 
ed to overeat, who are over- 
weight, who are addicted to the 
use of tobacco and who allow 
themselves to become mentally 
and emotionally upset. 

It is true that medication is 
beneficial when properly and 
promptly applieu to susceptibles. 


Whether one is a potential victim | 


of angina is detecmined by fam- 
ily history, by general condition 
as revealed by periodic physical 
examination and by early symp- 
toms. 

Medical men are led to con- 
clude from recent research, how- 
ever, that attacks of angina can 
be avoided or mitigated by other 
means than drugs. It was Dr. 
William Osler who long ago ob- 
served that “of the exciting caus- 
es of angina pectoris, these three 
are important elements: Unusual 
muscular exertion, mental emo- 
tion and digestive disturbance.” 

Sufferers note that pain in the 
chest is likely to increase after 
eating a hearty meal, particular- 
ly if the food is of a sort likely 
to produce flatulence or “gas on 
the stomach.” This has been con- 
firmed experimentally by the 
group of Chicago physicians who 
caused distension in the stomachs 
of dogs by introducing a quanti- 
ty of air. The immediate effect 
was to constrict the arteries of the 
heart—a condition corresponding 
to angina in humans. 

Management of angina is per- 
haps best accomplished by avoid- 
ing both physical and emotional 
stress, by taking numerous small 
meals of bland foods each of 
which is followed by a period of 
rest and by continuing under the 
care of a skilled physician. 

The doctor, besides supervising 
weight reduction, should that 
prove advisable, and prescribing 
sedatives when indicated, may 
generally prevent an attack by 
treating the vagus, or pneumo- 
gastric nerve which originates in 
the floor of the fourth ventricle 
cf the brain and sends its branch- 
es to the ear, pharynx,’ larynx, 
lungs, esophagus and stomach.

“Status of Registrants 

“Whenever the President stit!. 
in his discretwon, deem: any tec.. 
nical, industrial, or niacuiac.ar- 
ing plant or establishment o: an:

tenance of the military estabi.sa- 
ment, or the eNective operation 
of the military furces. or the

“Limitations ef Income; Penalties 

“No person brought inte the 
service of the Government pur- 
suant to the previsions of this 
title shall at any time receive 
any salary, gift, compensation, or 
other emolument whatsoever. 
either directly or indirectly, for 
services rendered during war 
time from any plant or establish- 
ment for or in which such person 
shal] render services during time 
of war. Such person shall re- 
ceive for services rendered during 
time of war only such compensa- 
tion and allowances as shall be 
fixed and paid by the President. 
If any such person does receive 
any salary or compensation from 
any other source for services ren- 
dered during war time he shall 
be dishonorable discharged from 
the service of the War Depart- 
ment and shall in addition there-
